Pastor S ic s He Docs 
Not Favor Passing of Laws to 
Compel Men To He Loot!. 


Assuming a neutral attitude on 
j tho issue of legalized Sunday movies. 
J the Rev. Carl <1 G oette. pastor of 
j the Evangelical Lutheran congrega- 
I Hen of the Good Shepherd, York, j 
deplores w hat he terms the inter- 
! ferencc cf churches with judgm ents 
concerning civil ordinance and con­ 
tracts. In a pastoral letter to m em ­ 
bers cf his congregation, the York 
minister writes that "Good Shep­ 
herd. as a church, do' s not tavor 
passing laws to terce man to lead 
a godly lite." 
Opening 
his 
letter 
with 
these 
words: "Good Shepherd** bell did, 
not ring on ( lection day nor for 
that m atter on the following day, 
although one of our members had 
been requested to have it. rung,’’ he 
concludes with this opinion: "We 
believe it properly remained silent.” 
Quoting the tw enty-eighth article 
pl the Augsburg confession, the Rev. 
Mr. C ootie finds that the power of 
the church and tile civil power must 
not be confounded. 
The power of 
the church has its own commission 
to teach flu Gospel and to adm inis­ 
ter 
the Sacram ents. "Let it 
not 
break into the office ol another: 
let it not transfer the kingdoms 
of this world; let it not abrogate 
; the laws cf civil rulers; let it not 
abolish lawful obedience, let it not 
interfere vt it Ii judgm ents concern­ 
ing civil ordinance and contracts; 
I let it not prescribe laws to civil 
I rulers concerning the form of gov­ 
ernm ent.”
